THE ARMV HORSES. 


There aro now gathered at Washing- 


ton a groat army of horses, at least fif- 
teen thousand, besides threo or four thou- 
sand mules. 
A.11 of these animals, with 


two thousand wagons, and seven hundred 
ambulances, aro under the general care 
of a single officer, assisted by two thou- 
sand men, and though he does his best 
by his equine charge, tho duly is so great 
as to render it almost impossible to pro- 
vide for the necessities of all, and some 
of them now show protruding ribs and 
hollow sides. 


Tho number of horses inspected per 


day averages about four hundred, though 
as high, as seven hundred have been put 
hrough the necessary ordeal.

vhich Government pays per head is 8120; 
and thu first requirement is that they 
hall not bo under four nor over ten years 
f age.

on tho top of his head for poll evil.— 
'assing his hands over his back to his 
oins, he presses as he goes on, in order 
hat ho may detect any inequality or 
atonl weakness.

Ions for splints, or curbs, or 6pavins,nnd 
ither injuries affecting locomotion.
